ton, who shall then and there lgreo upon such j 
constitutional amendments or otVcr propositions, ; 
as will prove satisfactory to eachsection, and that 
we in advance pledge Kentucky to good faith to 
ratify any proposition that will once more unite 1 
our unhappy country. 

4. That this General Asscmby, will appoint 
two Commissioners, whose duty i: shall be to wait 
on the Presidents of the United States and tho 
Confederate States, and urge «pon them the 
adoption of the proposition herein contained. 

5. That this General Assembly appoint a Com- 
missioner to visit the Lcgislattres of Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio, with a view to urge upon 
them the adoption of similar rcso utions to these, 
and a like commissioner to visit the Legislatures 
of Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New York for 
the same purpose. 

6. That if said authorities accede to the propo- 
sitions herein, and appoint Commissioners as 
suggested, we recommend aj cessation of hostili- 
ties, pending any negotiations that may be ini- 
tiated. 

Mr. T. S. BROWN ofered a se- 
ries of resolutions, which were ordered 
to be printed, and referred to the commit- 
tee on Federal Relations. [We will publish 
them hereafter.] 

Mr. BUSH offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee 
on the Judiciary, viz : 

Retolved, That it is the deliberate purpose and 
fixed determination of the people of Kentucky to 
prohibit slaves, freed by the proclamation of the 
President, from coming into or residing within 
this State, and the committee on the Judiciary is 
hereby instructed to prepare and report a bill to 
accomplish this object. 

Mr. BAILEY offered the following reso- 
lution which was adopted, viz: 

Retolved, That the committee on Public Offices 
be instructed to inquire if there be any life term of- 
ftcee created by law in this Commonwealth, and if 
so what Legislative action is necessary in remedy 
thereof and report by bill or otherwise.

Retolved, That the Auditor of Public Accounts 
furnish to this House a statement showing the 
several amounts of money whicUh.ivc been drawn 
from the Treasury of this State, out of tho sev- 
eral appropriations made by this General Assem- 
bly for military purposes; sbowiug the date, upon 
whose order, and by whom the same was drawn. 

And then the House adjourned.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 

Passed at the Third Session of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress. 

[PUBLIC No. 4.] 
AN ACT for the admission of the State of 
"West Virginia" into the Union and for 
other purposes. 

Whereas the people inhabitating that 
portion .f Virginia known as West Virginia 
did, by aConvention assembled in the city 
of Wheeling on the twenty-sixth of Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, frame 
tor themselvesa Constitution wiih a view of 
becoming a separate and independent State ; 
and whereas at a general election held in 
the counties composing the territory afore- 
said on the third day of May last, the said 
Constitution was approved and adopted by 
the qualified voters of the proposed State; 
and whereas the Legislature of Virginia, by 
an act passed on the thirteenth day of May, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, did give its 
consent lo the formation of a new State 
within the jurisdiction of the said Stale of 
Virginia, tobe known by the nameof West 
Virginia, and to embrace the following 
named counties, to-wit: Hancock, Brooke, 
Ohio, Marshall, Wetzel, Marion, Monon- 
galia, Preston, Taylor, Tyler, Pleasants, 
Ritchie, Doddridge, Harrison, Wood, Jack- 
son, Wirt, Roane, Calhoun, Gilmer, Bar- 
bour, Tucker, Lewis, Braxton, Upshur, Ran- 
dolph, Mason, Putnam, Kanawha, Clay, 
Nicholas, Cabell, Wayne, Boone, Logan, 
Wyoming, Mercer, McDowell, Webster, Po- 
calionlas, Fayetle, Raleigh, Greenbrier, 
Monroe, Pendleton, Hardy, Hampshire, and 
Morgan; and whereas both the Convention 
and the Legislature aforesaid have request 
ed that the new Slate should be admitted 
into the Union, and the Constitution alore 
said beiug republican in form, Congress doth 
hereby consent that the said forty-eight 
counties may be formed into a separate and 
independent Stale. Therefore — 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled. That the State of West 
Virginia be and is hereby declared lo be one 
of the United States of America, and admit 
led inlo the Union on an equal fooling wiih 
the original Slates in all respects whatever, 
and until the next general census shall be 
entitled to three members in the House ol 
Representatives of the United Slates: Pro 
vtded, always, That this act shall not take 
effect until after the proclamation of the 
President of the L'nited Stales hereinalter 
provided for. 

It being represented to Congress that 
since the Convention of the twenty-sixth of 
November, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, 
that framed and proposed the Constitution 
for the said State of West Virginia, the peo- 
ple thereof have expressed a wish to change 
the seventh section of the eleventh article of 
said Constitution by striking out the same 
and inserting the following iu its place, viz : 
"The children of slaves born within the lim- 
its of this Stale alter the fourth day of July, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-three, shall be 
free; and that all slaves within the said 
State who shall, at the time aforesaid, be 
under the age of ten years, shall be free 
when they arrive at the age of twenty-one 
years; and all slaves over ten and under 
twenty-one years shall be free when they ar- 
rive at the age of twenty-five years; and no 
slave ehall be permitted to come into the 
State for permanent residence therein : 
Therefore, 

Sec 2. And be it further enacted, That 
whenever the people of West Virginia shall, 
through their said Convention, and by a 
vote to be taken at an election to be held 
within the limits of the said State, at such 
time as the Convention may provide, make 
and ratify the change aforesaid, and proper- 
ly certify the same under the hand of the 
President of the Convention, it shall be law- 
ful for the President of the United States to 
issue his proclamation stating the fact, and 
thereupon this act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after sixty days from the 
date of said proclamation. 

Approved, December 31, 1862.

The abolitionists have undertaken 
two johs at once; one hard to accomplish, 
iHid the other impossible; and they have con- 
ceived the idea that the latter is an indis- 
pensable means to the former. They have 
to defeat the armies of the rebellion ; and to 
abolish slavery. They have not yet made 
any gratifying progress in the former, and 
they have no appreciation of the magnitude 
of the task which the latter imposes upon 
them. If Garibaldi had undertaken to stop 
up the crater of ilount Vesuvius, to revolu 
tionizes Italy, the project would be little 
more absurd. 

The emancipation of the negro from his 
bonds to his master is not the point to be 
reached. Tiie negro is to be armed to help 
subjugate his master, and when that is done 
how will the matter stand? What benefit 
has been conferred on the negro? What 
terrible passions are let loose? What 
scenes of honor are to follow ? Will the in 
ferior race be master of the superior? 
Whilst this processof emancipation is going 
On, who is to take care of the negro without 
home or subsistence ? ' What is to become 
of the old, the young, and tiie females of 
the black race? Are the four millions to be 
carried alonj with the army? What will 
become of an army they enenmbfer? 

The leading rebels who understand this 
matter could desire nothing better than this 
condition of our army. Their Generals 
would see at once the overwhelming advan- 
tage of their position. They would make 
short work of an army thus overburdened. 

We have often given political opponents 
good advice, and they have never adopted or 
thanked us for it. Still we shall not be 
wrong in well doing. We suggest then, to 
the abolitionists, the importance of doing 
one thing at a time. Either let them abol- 
ish slavery first and let the rebellion go on, 
or put down the rebellion first, and let slave- 
ry alone. 

Tiiis is capital advice, but, of course, it 
will not be followed. The abolitionists are a 
wonderfully conceited people. They are a 
mighty people on paper, and, if an inexhaus- 
table fund of self conceit and self righteous- 
ness would put down rebellions, the present 
one would not last a day 

Nothing but fatal experiments will con- 
vince these abolitionists of their folly; and 
even then, they will lay the blame on Provi 
dence, in not seconding them.

should assert the supremacy of the civil au- 
thority over the military, and that the mili- 
tary within the borders of Kentucky must 
obev her laws, and the process of her courts, 
and that they will enforce the same al all 
hazards. 

3. That in such address and resolutions, 
they should solemnly and earnestly protest 
against the alleged war power of the Presi- 
dent, by which, in time oi war or rebellion, 
his will becomes the supreme law of the 
land, aud is untrammeled by legal or consti- 
tutional restrictions. 

4. That said address and resolutions ought 
to say that Kentucky indignantly rejects Mr. 
Lincoln's Border State Emancipation pro- 
ject, and that neither the President nor Con- 
gress have any constitutional power or right 
to appropriate money for such a purpose, 
and if they had, Kentucky does not desire 
to seil her slaves to the government of the 
United States at any price. 

5. That it is the sense of this meeting that 
said address and resolution, shouid recom- 
mend a National convention of the people 
of all the Stales, to meet in April next, at 
some suitable point, to take in to consideration 
our unhappy national difficulties, with a view 
to preserve ihc unity of the Nation, prevent 
the further effusion of fraternal blood, by a 
settlement of them, upon terms honorable to 
all: and they should further recommend that 
in the event a National convention cannot 
be had, that a convention be held of such 
Slates as will unite with Kentucky in hold 
ing it, to take into consideration, the best 
means of preserving our constitutional liber- 
ties in these the dark hours of the republic, 
in which they are assailed upon the oncside 
by open rebellion, ambitiousof independence, 
and on the other side, by fanatical abolition, 
which in its zeal to destroy the institution of 
slavery, is trampling under foot the Consti- 
tution and every principle of civil liberty, 
and with a view of agreeing upon a basis 
upon which our glorious Union may be con- 
structed, and by which our liberties may be 
perpetuated. 

6. That in our opinion said address and 
resolutions should recommend and provide 
for the appointment of three members of the 
House 0( Representatives, aud two of the 
Senate, as commissioners to visit the au- 
thorities al Washington, and a like number 
of each House, ascommissioners to visit the 
minorities of the so called Confederate 
Slates, and inform both of them with regard 
to the views and wishes of Kentucky touch- 
ing our unhappv national difficulties, and 
with a view to induce them to adopt and 
ngree upon a basis as a settlement of the 
s-ime. and upon the reconstruction of the 
Union upon principles honorable and just to 
all. 

7. That the Legislature of Kentucky 
should, in our opinion, pass resolutions re- 
joicing in the recent victories of the great, 
national, conservative, Union democratic 
party of the free States, gained under euoh 
adverse circumstances, thanking them for 
theirdetermined fffjrts ifi the lausc of con- 
stitutional liberty, and assuring them of 
their full co-operation in their efforts to al 
once preserve the Union, the Constitution, 
and our political and civil liberty. 

8. That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the Legislature of Kentucky, and the Leg- 
islatures of all the States, now in session, 
should request and dem ind of the President 
of the United Stales that he should call to- 
gether the Congress elect, in the month ol 
March next. 

9. Thai Kentucky is still, as she has ever 
been, devoted to the Union, deeply tried and 
sorely trampled upon as she has been, and 
can see no desirable future for herself, either 
as a Northern loh'xj member of a free-trade 
Secession Confederacy, or as the Southern 
lobby member ofa fanatical, free soil North- 
ern Confederacy. 

10. That our Representative and Senator 
in the Legislature be requested to lay these 
resolutions before their respective Houses.
